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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because of the following informalities. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. 
Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application 
must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

a. Contrary to page 4, lines 18-21 reference numerals 4a and 5a are not in 
Figure 1. 

b. Reference numeral 40 (page 7, line 24 and the remainder of the 
specification) is not on the drawings. 
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Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. Contrary to page 7, lines 16-17 portion 20 does not mount to gear box 9. 

b. Regarding page 8, lines 2-3 seal 22 is on cover 1 , not "placed" on it. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: There is no support in the specification for claims 13-14. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

There is now no antecedent basis for "the single cylinder" (lines 2 and 3). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Grafenstein 
US005492338A. 

Grafenstein discloses a column aperture cover between a hole for steering gear 
2 at insturment panel or body 1 where a steering column passes through and asteering 
box illustrated at 2 capable of being displaced in a predetermined direction (like 
applicant's, during assembly) comprising a cylindrical main body 4 extended in a 
predetermined direction, a first end at 1 1 fixed to the steering box, and a second end at 
5 haviing an annular seal. A single intermediate portion is between the first and second 
end portions that expands and contracts elastically so that irrespective of displacement 
of the steering box the seal is maintained in contact with the aperture by a force of the 
expandable and contracting portion. The second end is closer to the aperture than the 
first end and intermediate portion, and the intermediate portion is closer to the aperture 
than the first end portion. The expandable/contractable portion is located only in the 
single intermediate portion. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

9. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Grafenstein in view of French Patent 2,684,423 (newly cited). 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify Grafenstein to include a single walled cylinder as taught 
by French '423 at 6 in order to seal against using alternative structure, as the 
combination of teachings would yield predictable results (claim 20). In Grafenstein, the 
end portions are the terminals of the cover. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 1-16 and 19 are allowed. 

1 1 . Claim 18 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
